ABOUT 2 METER COORDINATION 


Remember when you could pick your own frequency on 2 meters 
for a repeater? Remember when 600 KC was finally recognized as the 
official repeater separation? Remember when channel spacing was 
120 KC and then 60 KC and then 30 KC and then 20 KHZ? Remember 
when the Baw Faw repeater moved to the 147 MHz portion of the band 

Em to be lost way up there, never to be found again? 


We've come a long way from those days of trying to organize the 
coordination of repeaters, the early attempts to form a repeater or- 
ganization, the long and drawn out meetings in the early days of the 

fm Association and the negotiations hammered out between our neigh- 
bors on how to equitably share the finite repeater spectrum. 


With good intentions, the early members of our Association worked hard to establish our 
constitution, bylaws, and coordination policies. They were careful to try and anticipate future 
needs of the repeater community. Clear channels on 2 meters were established and recognized 
by the Association and the other coordinating committees in Oregon, British Columbia, and 
Eastern Washington. These were to promote and protect regional, wide area coverage repeaters. 
When we were granted an additional repeater sub band below 146 MHz, the association was 
instrumental in establishing several channels for experimental repeaters that required no coor- 
dination and became known as our SNP channels. 


Some of the early coordination policies were later changed to reflect the changing attitudes 
of repeater operation. Some clear channels first earmarked for wide area operation gave way to 
co-channel sharing. It seemed some felt that more repeaters were better than fewer repeaters 
that operated correctly and talked farther. This required more careful coordination and neces- 
sitated the requirement of CT'CSS for those wishing to share a channel with another repeater. 


If you think this is all leading to something, you’re correct. The Association concluded several 
years ago that there are no more repeater pairs on 2 meters available for coordination. It voted 
not to accept any applications for NEW 2 meter repeaters unless these applications are accom- 
panied by letters from all existing co-channel operations, agreeing to accept any interference from 
this proposed new repeater operation. All parties must also agree to install CT'CSS, if required, 
to minimize the interference potential. 


Upon receipt of such an application, the Association will process the request in it’s normal 
fashion and involve the adjacent area coordinators, where required. The Association will not 
lobby co-channel operations on behalf of the new applicant. It’s roll will only be to process the 
application and direct information pertaining to this process to the parties involved, including the 
adjacent area coordinators.

THE FCC 220 BATTLE IS LOST, THE 
BAND PLAN BATTLE BEGINS 


(K7CR) 
I: done, the FCC’s decision has been upheld by the Courts, 220-222 is 
no longer part of Amateur Radio. New rules 
governing Land Mobile use of this spectrum is expected 
out shortly, its then that we will learn just who our new 
neighbors will be. There are those that are now predict- 
ing that we will again be having our feet placed to the 
fire by those that would like to have the rest of our 220 
band. Another fly in the ointment is the U.S. Army, it 
seems that they have been granted a new experimental 
license (KA2XAV) to conduct tests for an experimental 
radio location service, over the entire band. The Army 
plans to conduct basic research in buried mine detec- 
tion. Tests will be conducted at two locations in Arizona 
using very high powered transmitters. This authority 
expires on May 1, of 1992. Its possible that the war in the Gulf had something 
to do with this one. On Jan. 10 the FCC proposed establishing an interactive 
video data service (IVDS) on 218.0 to 218.5 additionally amending the rules 
to permit Automated Maritime Telecommunication systems (AMTS) opera- 
tions on a national basis in the 216 to 220 band. This is of interest to Amateur 
Radio for, if you recall, the FCC left the door open to possible use of spectrum 
below 220 for us...looks like if we were permitted use in that spectrum it would 
be crowded down there, reminds one of the 902-928 band where the FCC has 
"dropped in" a few others to make life interesting. One bright spot in all this 
is a bill introduced in congress by Jim Cooper, Rep., Tennessee, if enacted 
his bill would go a long way toward protecting us from additional "taking" of 
spectrum. 


The ARRL, in reacting to the final determination, has asked the VUAC 
and the VRAC to study the 220 band plan and come up with recommenda- 
tions about possible changes in this plan....the bottom line is we have 5 MHz 
of users and now only 3 Mhz of spectrum, the battle lines between repeater 
interests and the other users of the spectrum are being drawn. 


Working as your VRAC representative in this area I have been requesting 
input to be forwarded to the ARRL’s Committee. If you have any thoughts 
on this subject, give me a call, ’ll be happy to pass on to you copies of many 
comments I have already received (too many to include in the COOR- 
DINATOR) to help you in making your comments....Give me a call at 
H-939-1414 or W-343-9700. 


The WWARA Board reacted to this by declaring a moratorium on any 
new coordinations for the 220 band. This simply means that the WWARA 
will not be coordinating any new systems for this band, until the matter is 
resolved. It is hoped that this matter can be resolved before the end of this 
year. 


A late note reported in The WSYI Report, that the Canadian Amateur 
Radio Federaton reports that their Department of Communications is plan- 
ning to reallocate the 220-225 MHz amateur band to commercial use. 


Could this mean an’A’ line for 222 - 225 Mhz U.S. users in the near future? 
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(Ed. Note: At the last WWARA Board meeting the Board discussed the idea 
of either charging a fee for coordination or requiring membership in the Associa- 
tion. The following was submitted in response to that discussion) 


At the meeting the other night you asked for "volunteers" to write some- 
thing regarding the requirement to have applicants be paid members to 
request coordination. Well here is my opinion. 


I personally support the idea of requiring applicants to be dues paying 
members. There is an awful lot of work that goes into each coordination. If 
each applicant requesting a coordination is a paid up member we can be sure 
that the persons generating the work are willing to share the expense. In the 
past many coordinations have been made to non-payers. This means that the 
postage, printing, phone call expenses, etc. were borne by persons that did 
not cause the expense. This is an inequitable situation. 


While I’m on my soapbox, I feel I should voice my opinion regarding the 
subject of membership. In the past I have been one of the detractors of the 
WWARA. At times, even now, I must disagree with some of the decisions 
made. This is one of the drawbacks of democracy. You can’t have everything 
for everyone. The best you can do is compromise. The "Board" of the 
WWARA is an excellent group of people. All HAMS in our area benefit 
from the work of the WWARA. The "Board" take an awful lot of heat they 
don’t deserve, the least we can do is get involved, and stand behind the 
decisions made by the democratic process. For most of us that means just 
being paid up members. For others it should be involvement in the commit- 
tees or onthe Board. Attend some of the meetings. You might be surprised 
at the amount of work that goes on to keep the bands from becoming a 
nightmare. 


If you become aware of the work involved I think you will agree that a 
twelve dollar membership is not too much to ask for a coordination effort. 
After all the ones requesting the work should bear the expense. 


I’ve gotten myself in the position that I have to sell off some of my 
equipment each month to make sure that I can pay my bills, and even at that 
I came up with the twelve bucks. I’ve had a coordination since 1983, most of 
the time I’ve been paid up, I have decided its time for me to make it 100% of 
the time. What about the rest of you people? If we want the Association to 
continue to thrive we will have to support it.

ARE FEES IN OUR FUTURE??? 


It seems that the FCC is again 
looking toward a "Revised Fee Col- 
lection Program" as a means of 
generating an additional 65-70 Mil- 
lion dollars during fiscal year 1992. 
The last time the FCC considered 
fee’s Amateurs were excluded, its 
unclear, at this time, just how the 
Commission’s plans would effect 
our interests this time. 


FCC FINE FINES 


(Westlink) 

Twelve dozen "Freebanders' ...un- 
licensed operators using the 
spectrum between the CB band and 
the low end of the 10 meter band, and 
"Lowbanders"...those who use 
spectrum from 25 MHz up to the low 
end of the CB band...could each wind 
up having a day in court for failing to 
pay his portion of fines totaling 
$147,000!. This is the result of a mas- 
sive effort by the FCC to end illegal 10 
1/2 meter operation...an illegal form 
of operation that has gone on nearly 
unchecked for the better part of two 
decades. 

On December 13 and 14th, en- 
gineers from all 35 of the Commis- 
sions field offices descended on the 
homes of 144 of the Freeband and 
Lowband operators and other un- 
licensed shortwave broadcasters all 
across the U.S. Raids also took place 
in D.C. and Puerto Rico. Operators 
nabbed in this Freeband dragnet in- 
cluded members of well organized 10 
1/2 meter groups such as World Wide 
Sideband, Satellite, Alpha Tango, 
Whisky Jack, Eagles International, 
Old Timers and several others. In 
most cases, the government inves- 
tigators found that the illegal 
operators were using CB and 
amateur gear modified for out of 
band operation, along with outlawed 
high powered amplifiers. 

Reaction among the illegals, while 
hard to judge, does seem tainted with 
rebellion. Some of these stations 
monitored in L.A. still operating in 
January noted that they think the 
FCC enforcement action is unwar- 
ranted and unfair. Many indicated 
that they will not leave the airwaves 
because they feel Freeband is as vi- 
able a form of hobby radio as is 
Amateur Radio. Several suggested 
that the time has come for an or- 
ganized move up into the Amateur 10 
meter band while others feel that 
there would be more "security" be 
operating in the more crowded 20 or 
40 meter bands. 

It seems to be the beginning of a 
well-funded government campaign to 
shut down all forms of illegal radio 
operations, once and for all. And its 
about time!! 


DID PACKET SHOOT ITSELF IN THE FOOT?? 


(Westlink) At least eight packet 
BBS owners on the East coast 
received Notices of Violations from 
the FCC for permitting the passing of 
what the FCC calls "business traffic." 
The traffic was from an anti-war or- 
ganization called THE COALITION 
TO STOP U.S. INTERVENTION 
IN THE MIDDLE EAST. Each of 
the originating and terminating BBS 
operators received $300 Notices of 
Apparent Liability as did the 
originating station. 

The involved FCC EIC said..." This 
activity was a facilitation of the busi- 
ness affairs of the Coalition to Stop 
USS. Intervention in the Middle East 
and therefore is in violation of Section 
97.113 (a). 

AMSAT Vice President Tom 
Clark, W3IWI said that the action of 
the FCC bodes danger for the future 
of amateur radio data communica- 
tions....further stating..." The implica- 
tions of the action by the FCC’s 
Norfolk Field Office are absolutely 
appalling. What is implied is that 
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ccponsble for lighting and painting, 
ef of the — Field Dpeators Bureau.

The implication of the FCC action 
is that a node control operator must 
read all information and be prepared 
to shut the system down at the first 
hint of an inappropriate message, this 
would be quite a chore at 1200 bps 
and impossible at 56 kbps. 

This action is not sitting well with 
the packet radio community from all 
indications it appears they are ready- 
ing to do battle with the FCC over the 
issue of immunity from prosecution of 
PBBS operators for forwarding the 
postings of other hams. This would 
be like making the Boeing club liable, 
should one of the users of the 
Evergreen Intertie in East Armpit 
Montana direct a commercial com- 
ment to a Ham in Seattle. Indeed this 
action should be followed very closely 
by every amateur for the implications 
are monsterous.

Adjacent Areas 

PRARFCA - Bob Smits has someone want- 
ing to cochannel on 146.70. The matter was 
referred to WA7NAN. 

ORRC - John Mackey contacted Jon and 
Clay for information on WA7HSJ. Clay faxed 
him copies of letters to Wes Allen from Fred 
Allman. 


IACC - W7FHZ has left a message for 
Doug Rider trying to set up a get together. 
K7PP talked to Doug regarding WA7HSJ. 
Fred responded to a letter from Doug saying 
that in his recent visits to Seattle he heard no 
interference on 147.20. K7PP reported that 
his tests on Gold Mountain over rides the 
interference caused by the WA7HSJ repeater. 
Pete filed a green sheet to make his move to 
Green permanent therefore eliminating the 
interference. Doug Rider reports a repeater 
on 145.27 in support of the Sheriffs Dept 
Search and Rescue. 

FCC - Gib W7JIE asked for a definition of 
his function. It was decided that Gib would 
advice the WWARA on FCC rules and regula- 
tions and provide support on interference is- 
sues. Gib will hand carry a copy of our data 
base to the FCC. He also reported that the 
local FCC office is moving from Bellevue to 
Totem Lake due to the AM interference they 
are now experiencing. 

10 Meters - Clay reported that WA7UMH 
is now considered a tweener on 10 meters and 
is not coordinated. Clay will be writing him a 
letter stating the he is no longer coordinated 
and is on his own. 

6 Meters - WWARA Received an updated 
green sheet on 53.21 which had moved from 
its originally coordinated location. It is cur- 
rently off the air as a result of KOMO. Clay 
will review the new green sheet and recom- 
mend a source of action to the Board. 

2 Meters - Herman Entz was appointed to 
chair this committee. A letter of request was 
received from John Hokenson. A letter is to 
be sent to him stating that all frequencies are 
in use and unless he can come up with an 
acceptable cochannel arrangement he must 
use a SNP frequency. Herman will work with 
Steve Stroh who has applied for a pair on 
147.10. Jon W7FHZ reported that Rick Hyde 
147.12 is having an interference problem with 
Scott Bogue’s 442.450 remote base. Jon 
believes there is a cross band repeater on the 
air by a third party that tied them together. 
K7PP’s request to move permanently to Gold 
Mountain was approved by the board. 

220 - The Board consensus is to have a 
moratorium on further coordination of new 
frequencies beyond this board meeting until 
the full impact of the loss of 220 to 222 can be 
assessed. Canada will still continue to coor- 
dinate 220 repeaters and frequencies in the 
lower section of the band. SNP’s will be 
recommended to all new requestees in the 
interim. It is anticipated that the following 
current coordinated frequencies may be af- 
fected: 221.500, 222.28 - 222.40. 2 new 
repeaters were coordinated at this meeting: 
224.04 Queen Anne Hill and 224.38 on 
Graham Hill. 

440 - The following 440 coordinations 
were approved by the board: 442.650 Gold 
Mountain, 441.500, 441.600, 441.650 Links, 
442.250 Green Mountain, 443.975 Redmond, 
444.350 Bush Mountain, 441.800 Seattle, 
440.300 Cougar Mountain. Jon reported that 
there is still S or 6 requests pending his inves- 
tigation. 

900/1200 - The Board approved a new 
1292.100 repeater in Oak Harbor. Mark 
WR’7V reported there are now 8 repeaters in 
the NW Coordinated on 1.2 GHz. 

Technical Committee - Bob St Andre was 
appointed as the new chairman. 
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Membership - Herman reported as of 2/7 
there are 62 paid up members for 1991. 


OLD Business 

K7PP was forced to move 147.20 due to the 
lack of response or resolution from WA7HSJ. 
The Board indicated that this type of solution 
will not be the fix for future problems. 


NEW Business 

The next general business meeting of the 
WWARA was set for April 6, 1991 at 10:00 am 
at the Riverside Inn in Tukwilla. 

6 Meters - There was a discussion led by 
Clay, K7CR regarding the recent denial by the 
ARRL to accept a motion to study and debate 
a band plan for 6 meters. It was decided that 
the WWARA would support activities to bring 
about a national debate. A motion was passed 
to support a committee with the WWARA 
endorsement and up to $300.00 of WWARA 
funds to bring about such debate. K7PP 
pledged an additional $100.00 to support the 
efforts. 

Being no further business the meeting was 
adjourned at 9:50 pm.
